(c) “Ma ” shall include the firm of Chartered Accountants, or such other person 
or persons as the Geueral Committee may, from time to time, at its uncontrolled discretion, 
appoint, and in whom the management of the Fund shall, subject to the general supervision 
and* control of the Corporation, be vested. The necessary expenses of management shall be 
borne by, and be a charge on, the Fund.

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2. The amendments which we have made in the Bill and which are of” 
any importance huve been explained in the following paragraphs. 

3. The title of the Bill has been altered for the reasons set forth in, 
paragtaph 5 of this Report. 

4. Preamble-—Paragraphs 5 and 6.—While preserving the substance of 
paragraph 5 of the original preamble, we have made verbal changes and inter 
alia omit mention of the i alpha” of Registration, who’ was not 
responsible for the erroneous instructions issugd in 1888. 

Paragraph 7,—We have made amendments in the sixth paragraph of the 
original preamble which are partly clerical and are parey involved in’ our 
recommendation as to extension of the scope of the Bill which is explained in 
paragraph 5 of this Report. 

We have omitted the seventh paragraph of the original preamble in the 
view that it is sufficiently clear that section 18 is governed by the provisions of 
section 17, 

5. Clause 1.—We have accepted the view which has been represented 
in the reports received on the Bill to the effect that its scope should be 
exterided so as to apply to cases of transfer of entire tenures and holdings at 

“fixed rents which have been inadvertently made without payment of landlords’ 
fees; and we have further extended the scope of the Bill so that it will apply 
also to cases of transfers which may hereafter be inadvertently made without 
payment of such fees. 

For the proviso to this clause we have substituted two provisos containing 
fresh matter as follows :— : 


(2) The first: proviso saves from the effect of the Bill cases of transfer 
* which have come before und have been finally decided by the 
Courts. 
(4) The second proviso gives the landlord, within a certain limited time, 
“power to apply to the Collector for the realisation of his fee from 
the transferee, and requires the Collector on such application 
being made to realise the fee as if it were an arrear of revenue. 


6. For the reasdh stated in paragraph 4 of this Report, we have strack 
out clause 8 of the Bill as introduced in Council which proposed to amend 
section 18 of the Bengal Tenancy Act, 1885. 7 

7. In clause 4 of the Bill we have thought it best to re-cast section 106 
of the Act in order to prevent doubt with regard to the expression “If * * * 
a Cispute arises.” : 

In aggordance with the general opinion that the period of two months 
allowed for the filing of suits before the Revenue officer is too short, we have 
extended the period to three months.
